Andrieux to Be Proseecuted 
for Treason 


For Attempting to Overthrow the 
French Government 


By His Disclosures in Regard to the 
Panama Canal Frauds. 


Another Exciting Day in the Chamber of 
Deputies—The Ministry Secures a 
Vote of Confidence After a 
Hot Debate. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Panis, Dec. 23.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.|] Astatementis published 
here that M. Andrieux will be arrested 
tomorrow on the charge of high trea- 
son, members of the Cabinet having de- 
cided upon vigorous measures to sup- 
press the movement, which, it is al- 
leged, has sprung up to overthrow the 
government and establish a monarchical 
form of government. 

It is impossible to forecast the result 
of such a step on the part of the gov- 
ernment. It will, of course, make a 
prodigious sensation, and it is, perhaps, 
an open question which way public sym- 
pathy will turn. 

On the surface Andrieux has done 
nothing but offer to produce a mass of 
incriminating evidence against public 
officers who have been bribed. 


THE GOVERNMENT FIRM. 


More Arrests Ordered—Ready lto Fight It 
Out in the Chamber. 

Paris, Dec. 23.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| A conference of the 
Ministry this morning resulted in 
orders for more arrests in connection 
with the Panama Canal scandal. It is 
believed Floquet will be advised to re- 
sign the presidency of the Chamber of 
Deputies, in view of his revelations of 
yesterday asto Panama Canal corrup- 
tion. 

At the Cabinet council it was resolved 
that the government acquiesce ina full 
debate on Millevoye’s interpellation re- 
garding the alleged use of money ad- 
vanced by the Panama Company for the 
service of the government. The Cabi- 


net was fully aware that the motion’ 


was aimed atthe administration, if not 
at the republic, as Millevoye is an 
ardent Boulangist. But President 
Carnot has given the flat that no one 
shall be spared against whom there is 
evidence of guilt, and that the govern- 
ment must welcome the most searching 
investigation. At the same time the 
government hopes to make the inter- 
pellation a boomerang by showing up 
the plot of the Boulangists against the 
republic, and the straits to which it 
drove the government. 

It isreported that the Ministry have 
evidence that the present attack on the 
government is part of an organized plan 
for the overflow of the republic. The 
ministers are also convinced that the 
only way to meet the crisis is to throw 
the whole Panama scandal, as rapidly 
as the facts develop, open to the public, 
with merely a proper reserve for judi- 
cial prosecutions. The vigorous treat- 
mentof Charlesde Lessups and Fon- 
tane has made the republic popular with 
the lower classes, including the Social- 
ists, and between the republic anda 
monarchy they are more favorable to 
the former. 

The revelations from America in re- 
gard to Herz do not cause surprise here. 
The only surprise is that a shrewd man 
like Reinach should have admitted him 
to his confidence. Itis believed Herz 
got wind of some of the canal frauds 
and used them to his best personal ad- 
vantage. 


SCENES IN THE CHAMBER. 


The Government Sustained by a Big Ma- 
jority After a Hot Debate. 

Paris, Dec. 23.—|By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The scene in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies today when M. Mille- 
voye interpellated the Ministry regard- 
ing advances of money by the Panama 
Canal Company was of a most stormy 
character. Millevoye said hedesir 
question the government as to the fa 
in its possession relating tothe use of 
contributions by the former Premier 
from the Panama Canal Company, whose 
corrupt and criminal operations are 
now being investigated. 

M. Ribot, in behalf of the government, 
said that he accepted an immediate dis- 
cussion of the subject. President Flo- 
quet thereupon vacated the chair. 
There was a hush in the chamber as the 
former Minister began his address in 
exculpation, and every face was turned 
toward the speaker with most eager in- 
terest. Floquet stated what he had al- 
ready stated before the Committee of 
Investigation. He reiterated with em- 
phasis that while a member of the Min- 
istry he had never received money from 
the Panama Canal Company for any 
purpose whatever, and he denied any 
improper purpose in the insertion of 
paid political advertisements in the 

ress. 

Count Jules de Bernes, an ardent 
Royalist, indulged in a violent attack 
on Floquet. The Count exclaimed: 
‘You not only allowed the people to be 
robbed of their savings, but you were 
an accomplice in the nefarious crime.”’ 

At this there was the wildest excite- 
ment, Deputies stood up and waved 
their arms and shouted, some in con- 
demnation, others in approval, of the 
language used by Bernes. When 
order had been restored Millevoye 
arose and indulged in a violent attack 
on M. Rouvier. 

M. Rouvier then rose to make an ex- 
planation and defense of his conduct. 
never,’’ said-he, anything todo 
with the Panama Canal Company, and 
never attempted to’ contro! the press, 
and when Baron de Reinach offered to 
help the government, 1 refused to ac- 
cept his assistance.”’ 

Rouvier wasstiilin the aisle when 
Millevoye stepped into the speaker's 
tribune. The first word of the Boul- 
angist Deputy showed a purpose to pre- 
cipitate the crisis immediately. He 
spoke briefly but violently. The pres- 
ent Ca@met, be said, was trusted

neither by the people nor by their rep- 
resentatives. Both its members and 
| adherents are in the shadow of fatal 
| suspicion. Men chosen to serve the 
highest interests of France were falling 
daily under charges of misrepresenting 
these interests. The time had come 
for an appeal to the preferences of the 
electors. [Applause on the right and 
disorder on the left.) On behalf of 
those who ha@ the honor of France at 
heart he demanded a dissolution. 

At this point the uproar on the floor 
interrupted Millevoye, and he subsided. 
Then he moved a vote of ‘‘no confi- 
dence.” As he left the tribune there 
was a littlé demonstration, and M. 
Ribot, the Premier, rose to defend the 
government, amid profound silence. 

The purpose of Millevoye, he said, 
was apparent. He intended to unload 
scandal after scandal upofi the govern- 
ment until hé wrecked it. 

“The facts will suffice to wreck it, 
when allis Known,” yelled Millevoye. 

‘‘Honesty in politics above all, I say,’ 
Ribot call out, as he turned to face the 
right, *“‘but BO toleration of the men 
who conspired to ruin our republic. 
The whole Machinery of the law has 
been set in motion to punish the guilty. 
Can you not wait for the verdict?’’ 
[Prolonged cheers.| M. Ribot con- 
cluded his address by saying: 

The present government will not allow 
itself to be disturbed or intimidated by the 
demonstrations of those who flatter theim- 
selves that there is no government in 
France. They have deluded it, and if oc- 
casion comes the present Cabinet will not 
hesitate to prove it. This government is 
prepared to defend the republic. 

The firmness and calmnessof Ribot’s 
address evidentiy won for him the sym- 
pathy oftheChamber. The motion 
confidence”’’ Was then put and was lost 
3583 to 91. The announcement of the 
vote was greeted by tremendous cheer- 
ing on the left. 

In the Senate the report in favor of 
authorizing the Procureur-General to 
proceed agdinst Senators Renault, 
Thevinet, Deves and Albert 
Grevy was adopted and the requisite 
permission granted. 


PANIC ON THE BOURSE, 


A Heavy Drop in Securities, Followed by 
® Slight Rally. 

Paris, Dec. 23.—|By Cable and 
Associated Press.} A panicky feeling 
prevailed on the Bourse today. Rentes 
fell from f.98 7'¢ centimes to f.96 10 
centimes. Later thetone became bet- 
ter. Rentes rallied tof.97 27 centimes. 
Credit Foncier, which had fallen 40 
points, rallied 10. 

At the close of today’s market stocks 
were very much depressed. Bank and 
industrial shares were freely offered, 
but there were no purchases. Foreign 
securities were weak and prices showed 
a fractional gain. Advices from Berlin, 
Frankfort and Vienna show that the 
bourses in those cities were weak 
through sympathy with the market 
here.

THE KANSAS CONTEST. 


Populists Bring Suits to | to Oust Republican 
Members of the Legislature. 
Topeka (Kan,,) Dec. 23.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Suits against five 
Republican members of the lower house 
of the Legislature were brought by the 
Populists today in the Supreme Court 
in the shape of mandamus proceedings. 
The court today passed upon only one 
case, that from Haskell county, where 
Stubbs (Rep.) was given a certificate of 
election by ristake. The figures show 
the election of Rosenthal (Populist.) 
The court ordered the canvassing board 
to reconvene and to rectify the error, 
or toshow cause on January 3 why it 
does not obey the court’s mandate. 
The other four cases will be passed 
upon probably to morrow. 

The Populists have determined to 
bring other suits against five Repub- 
lican postmasters who were elected to 
the lower house. The basis of the 
suits is a provision in the State Consti- 
tution which forbids the election to 
mote than one public office of one man. 
The Republicans hope to meet these 
suits by inducing the five members-elect 
to resign their Federal positions. 


MADE PEACE WITH ROME. 


Rev. Dr. McGiynn Fally Restored to His 
Priestly Functions. 

Wasuincton, Dec. 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The famous case of 
Father McGlynn has finally been de- 
cided by the restoration to him of au- 
thority to perform his priestly func- 
tions. The settlement of the case came 
within the scope of the general power 
vested in Mgr. Satolli, the papal legate, 
andthe decision was promulgated by 
him tonight at the Catholic University, 
where he is stopping. 

Father Burtsell has been pleading 
McGlynn’s case for some days, and Mgr. 
Satolli presented a statement to Mc- 
Glynn of the concessions required to be 
made by him in order that his plea 
might receive favorable consideration. 
Mgr. Satolli issued the following to- 
night: 

To end many contradictory telegrams 
sent out it is thought expedient to state 
that at 9 o'clock p.m. Dr. McGlynn was de- 
clared free from ecclesiastical censures 
and restored to the exercise of his priestly 
functions, after having satisfied the Pope’ 8 
legate on all points in his casé.~

yet known.

ANOTHER GREAT GALE. 


A Windstorm at San Francisco Causes Con- 
siderable Damage. 

San FrANctsco, Dec. 23.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]| The ,storm which has 
raged here today exc¢eded in violence 
the storm in November, but the height 
of its fury only lasted for a shcrt time. 
At 8 o'clock the gale attained a velocity 
of seventy-two miles an hour. At the 
Point Lobos observing station at this 
time the barometer was still falling, 
At 6 o’clock, however, it had abated to 
a velocity of sixty miles an hour. The 
blow was accompanied by a heavy rain- 
fall.

Shipping in the bay had been made 
ready for the blow, and little damage 
was done. From points about the bay 
a heavy wind is reported, which up- 
rooted trees and demolished fences and 
outbuildings.

THE THREATENED SCOURGE, 


Surgeon-General “Wyman Says the Out- 
look is Serious. 

Wasuixotox, Dec. 23.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]| Surgeon-General Wy- 
man, of the Marine Hobspital Service, 
in answer to qiestions as to the danzer 
of the reappearance of cholera during 
the coming summer, said: ‘Two fac- 
tors render the situation serious. One 
is the appearance of fresh cases in 
Hamburg, and the other the continued 
prevalence of the ‘isease in Russia. 
Great care has been exercised to pre- 
vent its gaining a foothold this side of 
the Atlantic. The speedy passage of a 
bill giving cleariy defined powers to 
make precautionary regulations, with 
sufficient appropriations to make them 
effective, is extremely desirable. 
Despite the efforts to stop immigration 
from the infected countries, emigrants 
from those countries are persistent ins 
their efforts to reach the United States. 
There is also danger of cholera reach- 
ing the United States from the Island 
of Cuba, because of the close com- 
mercial intercourse between Cuba and 
Spain and other European ports.”’ 

The regulations of the circular of 
August 19, regarding the importation 
of rags, Dr. Wyman said, have been en- 
forced, all reports to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 


Outlook for Silver Legislation. 

Wasuinocton, Dec. 23.—There is to be 
an organized effort in the House, after 
the holidays, to bring aboutsomesort of 
financial legislation, which will probably 
take the shape of an attemptto repeal 
the Sherman law. Oppgnents of free 
coinage believe that this daily menac- 
ing of the securities of the Government 
is inevitably leading to gigantic losses. 
On the other hand, ‘the friends of silver 
are not less active, and expect to see a 
free-coinage bill forging to the front 
before many days of the new year have 
passed. Mr. Stewart's amendment to 
the bill of Mr. Hill, which provides for 
the repeal of the Sherman act. makes 
that measure practically a free-coinage 
bill.

A snow house was set well back 
on the platform, its roof covered with 
cotton, strewn with diamond dust. At 
one. side was an old-fashioned well- 
sweep, covered with frost, with a pep- 
per tree flecked with snow bending over 
the well curb. The platform was 
crusted with snow, too, and the gallery 
railing was completely hidden with 
holly branches. A _ fine Christmas mu- 
sical programme, interspersed with 
recitations, was given by the little 
folks, closing with a Chrismas prayer 
by a bevy of tots in long white gowns, 
whose petition was answered by the ap- 
pearance of Santa Claus, who, after 
he had received the jovous greeting of 
the children, sang a solo, and then ap- 
proached the well, from which rose, as 
by magic, a multitude of balloons, fol- 
lowed by a little Santa Claus. This set 
the children fairly wild with delight, 
and gifts of candy, popcorn and nuts 
were distributed freely. A quantity of 
packages were brought by the children 
for the Orphans’ Home. 

CHURCH OF THE UNITY. 

A beautiful Christmas tree and a sup- 
per was the attraction at the Unitarian 
Church, preceded by a programme of 
Christmas songs and recitations and 
some remarks by the pastor. At the 
conclusion of the programme the tree 
was illuminated, electric lights in 
myriad colors flashing out amid the foli- 
age. Theeffect was simply magnifi- 
cent, andamore gorgeous tree was 
never laden with gifts for a more de- 
lighted throng of little folks. When 
W. A. Spalding, in the guise of Santa 
Claus, appeared, the scene was com- 
plete, and, ashe rifled his ponderous 
pockets and the tree of candy, popcorn 
balls and knick-knacks, the happiness 
of the jtveniles was simply perfect. 
When the tree had been stripped of its 
treasures, the children were marshallec 
into thé east wing of the church, where 
tables, handsomely decorated with 
fruit, flowers and smilax, were laid, and 
ice cream and cake were served. 

A pleasing feature of the service was 
the bringing of a gift forthe poor by 
each child—to be distributed to the or- 
phans and other needy chilaren. 

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. 

The chiliren of the First Presbyte- 
rian Sunday-school had built a pyramid 
of offerings for the poor on the plat- 
form, in the midst of palms and holly 
branches. A short programme was ren- 
dered, the pastor made some remarks, 
and then the little folks adjourned to 
the upper parlors, where they had a 
regular frolic — playing Christmas 
games, presenting Christmas tableaux, 
etc. Bags of candy and nuts were lav- 
isbly distributed, and at 9:30 they were 
taken home to dream of other Christ- 
mas joys.

THE COURTS. 


Trial of Castillion, “the Fence,” 
Continued. 
Numerous Witnesses Testify to His 
Previous Good Charactér. 


One of the Schurtz Cases Before 
Judge Van Dyke. 


Actions for Illegal Detainer Against the 
Southern California Railway Com- 
pany—Divorce Buasiness—Gen- 
eral court Notes. 


The trialof the case against John 
Castillion, charged with having re- 
ceived stolen property from Burglar 
Williams, was resumed ia Department 
One before Judge Smith and a jury, yes- 
terday, andis almost concluded, most 
of the testimony being in. 

During the day’s session the following 
witnesses were called for the prosecu- 
tion: Mrs. Simon Spier, Mrs. H. C. 
Montague, Dr, B. F. Kiervlff, J. A. Haz- 
zard, Henry Sullivan and Detectives 
Auble. Benson and Moffitt. The four 
witnesses first named identified articles 
which had been stoien from their resi- 
dences, and the officers testified to hav- 
ing found them on Castillion's premi- 
ses, andas the Court refused to allow 
any more of such testimony to be intro- 
duced the prosecution rested. 

The defense then called the following 
character witnesses, after the Court 
had denied a motion to instruct the jury 
to acquit the defendant: Maj. Horace 
Bell, G. Zobelein, Hon. W. H. Clark, A. 
E. Sepulveda, G. W. Robinson, A. W. 
Hutton, Esq., A. Arguello, R. J. Domin- 
guez, C. L. Cruz, V. Sotello and R. L. 
Bouchet. Mrs. Castillion, Ed Guersen, 
a jeweler, and the defendant himself 
followed. 

Castillion testified through the med- 
ium of an interpreter, claiming that he 
neither understood nor spoke English. 
He attempted to explain how he came 
into possession of each and every arti- 
cle exhibited, and denied the state- 
ments made by the officers as to his ac- 
tions when the place was searched, but 
on cross-examination he admitted that 
he bought the articles from Williams at 
various times, denying stoutly that he 
knew that they were stolen, however. 
The case then went over until this 
morning, and will probably be submit- 
ted to the jury this afternoon. 

ONE OF THE SCHURTZ CASES, 

The trial of the case of Mrs. Teresa 

Schurtz vs. Constable L. D. Rogers, an 
action to recover possession of 8700 
worth of silverware and $300 damages, 
alleged to have been sustained by 
reason of the illegal attachment thereof 
by defendant, was commenced before 
Judge Van Dyke and a jury in Depart- 
ment Four vesterday, the plaintiff being 
represented by Messrs. Wells, Monroe 
& Lee, and Louis Luckel, Esq., ap- 
pearing for defendant. 
The jurorssworn totry the case were: 
C. O. Browning, B. F. Chamberlain, C. 
Curtain, W. an Field, H. E. Ingraham, 
M. CC. Marsh, J. C. MeclInerny, J. 
Moriarty, W. W. Orr, D. P. Refily, W. 
R. Wilson and J. D. Young. 

The plaintiff alleged that on August 
10 last she was the owner of three 
silver trays, a silver punch bowl, four 
silver champagne coolers and two silver 
epergnes, valued at $700, and that she 
loaned them to Henry P. Wilson, who 
was then conducting the Palace saloon, 
and that defendant attached them and 
refused to give them up on demand. 

The defendant, who is Constable of 
the township. claims that he levied upon 
the property by virtue of an execution 
issued in the case of C. M. Smith vs. 
Joseph Schurtz, from the Township 
Court. 

A large number of witnesses were ex- 
amined upon both sides, and the matter 
went over until this morning. 

ACTIONS FOR ILLEGAL DETAINER. 


In Department Five yesterday Judge 
Shaw anda jury tried the cases of F. 
A. Salisburv and Joseph Jacques against 
the Southern California Railway Com- 
pany, a couple of actions for illegal de- 
tainer, which came up on appeal from 
Justice Austin’s court. 

The matter at issue being the same in 
both cases, it was decided to try them 
together, but the jury was instructed 
to return separate verdicts. J. D. 
Bethune, Esq., appeared on behalf of 
the plaintiffs, and Messrs. Brunson and 
Hunsaker represented the defendant 
corporation. 

The jurors selected to try the cases 
were P.C. Backus, E. L. Barnett, J. 
Branscomb. B. S. Bryant. M. Burch, O. 
B. Hall, O. C. Headley, E. Luke, G. L. 
Messnager, P. P. Twomeny, J. Van 
Dam and L. Willmar. 

The plaintiffs alleged that on Febru- 
ary 26 last they owned a quantity of 
coal, Jacquesclaiming 26,490 pounds 
and Salisbury 26,130 pounds, which 
they had purchased from D. P. McRae. 
to whom it was sHipped in two carloads 
by the Eureka Coal Company, that they 
proceeded to unload the same, but were 
prevented from doing so by the com- 
pany. who took possession of the coal, 
claiming that the freight had not been 
paid onit. Each sued for $200, the 
value of the coal, and $99 damages. 

The matter was submitted tothe jury 
at 3:50 o'clock. 

SUIT FOR DAMAGES. 

The case of Wiley F. Swain vs. the 
county of Los Angeles. Joseph P. 
Green, Henry Hughes and E. L. Cran- 
ston, an action for damages, came up 
for trial before Judge McKinley in De- 
partment Six vesterday, and will be 
faken up again on W ednesday next. 

Plaintitf alleges that he is the owner 
of and is in actual possession of a tract 
of thirty acres of land in the Rancho 
Santa Gertrudes; that prior to Septem- 
ber, 1891, the natural channelof the 
New San Gabriel River ran along the 


eastern boundary of said tract; that de- 
fendants, totally disregarding the 


course of the natural channel of said 
stream, entered upon his land, and 
against his consent, dug a channel 
twenty-five feet wide upon it, diverting 
the waters of said river so that it be- 
came a permanent channel; that by 
reason thereof a large quantity of land 
was washed away, another large tract 
was covered with mud, débris and 
boulders. and ten acres of land was ten- 
dered valueless. Plaintiff therefore 
claims $2500 damages. 

The defense is that the changing of 
said channel was a public necessity, and 
that plaintiff! was not injured thereby. 

Nine witnesses Were examined for 
the plaintiff. and the matter then went 
over until the 28th inst.

This provision 
served very well through the first cen- 
tury of the Republic, but now, with the 
vast increase of private fortunes, and 
the facility which modern millionaires 
have acquired in circumventing laws, 
some more stringent regulations seem 
to be required. It matters little about 
a constitutional inhibition of entail 
and primogeniture, if the foxy 
Jay Gould, by the provisions of his will, 
can create a family trust which will 
practically hold his vast estate of $70,- 
000,000 together for another genera- 
tion, with the natural accretions of 
such an overwhelming fortune, and 
leave it in such shape as to be passed 
on to the next generation and the next. 
This is a plain violation of the spirit of 
the Constitution, though it may not in- 
fringe any letter of the statutes. This 
recalls two other family trusts that 
have been created in like manner and 
have been handed down in recent years. 
The Astor family of New York has ac- 
quired, in four generations, real estate 
worth $250,000,000. The Astors 
have done nothing to develop any in- 
dustry of the country since the old fur 
dealer, the founder of the family, took 
his departure for that other shore 
where furs are not required. They 
have’ pursued the settled policy of never 
selling a foot of land, and of constantly 
acquiring more with the surplus of their 
vast revenue. They never let any part 
of the fortune drift away from the 
family. The Astors do not take 
any interest in  pubiic affairs— 
do not even concern’ themselves 
about the local govefmment that 
watches over their possessions—but lead 
the four hundred and seem content to 
maintain a system of rapid accretion 
which, if it were only kept up,.long 
enough, would absorb half the wealth 
of New York. It is estimated that, at 
the end of the next forty years, the As- 
tor estate will be worth $500,000.000, 
The family toil not, neither do they- 
spin, and yet Solomon in all his glory 
was not so well fixed. ; 

The Vanderbilts, by three genera- 
tions of stock-jobbing and the handling 
of railroad properties under the provis- 
ions of a family trust, have acquired 
more than $200.000,000. It is esti- 
mated that this estate, under the nat- 
ural process of accretion, will double 
itself in the next thirty vears. 

Theexample of the Astors and the 
Vandehpiits is becoming contagious 
among the millionaires. The late Con- 
gressman William L. Scott left an es- 
tate of $40,000,000 tied up ina trust. 
for fifty years. The heirs of the late 
Charles Crocker have formed a close 


corporation which is equivalent to 
a trust. Nearly all of the es- 
tate of the late Mark Hop- 
kins is incorporated in a similar | 


way.. Now we have Jay Gould follow- 
ing suit, with his $70,000,000, and 
what have we in prospect? Hunting- 
ton. Rockefeller, Russell Sage, Phil Ar- 
mour, George M. Pullman and other 
holders of colossal fortunes may be 
just as anxious to pose as the founders 
of wealthy fauiilies in perpetwo. The 
trust method of handing down fortunes 
will soon become the rule, and the di- 
vision of large estates, or their distri- 
bution in public beneficences, will be 
the exception. 

The Stockton Mail, in discussing this 
outlook, savs: 

The organization of great estates 
into trusts woich perpetuate themseivegs 
is a question wich calls for the exer- 
cise of the highest statesmanship. The 
wealth of the country is steadily pass-

ing into a few hands, and is destined in 
the end to become the patrimony of 
those who never earned a dollar. In 
time, if matters goon as they are go- 
ing, the rich will appoint stewards, as 
the Pharaohs of old did, to manage 
their estates, while the poor will make 
brick without straw. 

There must be a new order of things, 
and the name of the statesman who 
shall devise a remedy will live a thou- 
sand years. 


This makes it a propos for us to recur 
to the graduated succession tax plan 
proposed ina little book entitled ‘‘An 
Ounce of Prevention,’ which was re- 
viewed in these columns a few months 
ago. The author, Mr. Jacobson, pro- 
poses to restrict the inordinate aggre- 
gation of wealth in the hands of a few 
individuals by imposing a succession 
tax on estates, similar to the graduated 
income tax which obtained in this coun- 
try during the war of the rebelion. He 
would graduate this succession tax on 
estates of deceased people as follows:

Above a million 10 per cent., and 1 
per cent. additional for each additional 
hundred thousand, upto 50 per cent. 
on $5,000,000 or any sum above it. 
The writer urges that this tax would 
not and could not fall heavily upon any- 
body, because when there is no estate 
there can be no tax; with a small estate 
the re is a small tax, 

Mr. Jacobson believes that it would 
be advisable to supplement this system 
of taxation by some of the rules of in- 
heritanse of the Code Napoleon, under 
which the immense subdivision of es- 
tates in France has taken place. It is 
the law in France thatif a man leaves 
one child, that child is entitled to one- 
half of the father’s estate. The father 
can dispose otherwise as he likes of the 
other half, but he can dispose of no 
more than one-half. If he has two 
children he can dispose of one-third of 
his estate; if three children, of one- 
fourth, andsoon. The children have 
their remedy atlaw to recover their 
portion of their father’s estate. There 
are few wills made in France, because 
the law disposes so wisely of estates 
and leaves people so little liberty 
willing away their property. There is 
rarely in France a contest over a_ will. 

Mr. Jacobson proposes to utilize the 
vast sum collected by the succession 
tax in establishing asystem of educa- 
tion surpassing anything yet considered 
ina practical way. He would found 
manual training schools in connection 
with the svstem of public education, 
and he would make the attendance at 
these schools of all the children of the 
country desirable from even a buSiness 
point of view. To this end he proposes 
that parents or guardians shall be paid 
for keeping the children at school 
throughout the public course, including 
the high school, or manual training 
school. He thinks the compensation 
should begin at the child’s twelfth and 
continue until his twentieth year, ac- 
cording to the following schedule:

The proposition includes boys and 
girls. If any better plan of breaking 
up these vast estates and distributing 
a part of them ina way to benefit the 
whole people has ever been proposed, it 
has not come to our attention. Here is 
a feasible plan for our legislatures to 
begin upon. Any laws covering such 
matters will have to be adopted by the 
several States, as we understand it, but 
it would be advisable, of course, for all 
the States in the Union to act together, 
else the millionaires might evade it in a 
measure ty artful dodging from one 
State to another.

What the «-Columbia"” Will Rest Upon. 
[Arizona Star (Tucson.)] 

The Los ANGELEs Times is preparing 
to lay a unique foundation for its. new 
$25,000 Hoe perfecting press, the 
‘Columbia,’’ soonto be set up. The 
foundation is to be composed of differ- 
ent kinds of stone—granite, sandstone, 
marble, onyx, etc.—gathered from 
many quarters of the globe. Speci- 
mens will be collected from various 
points in the vast region lying between 
Bering Straits and the site of the Nic- 
aragua canal. The Grand Caifion of the 
Coloradoand the Pyramids of Egypt 
will be put under tribute. Tucson's ex- 
hibit is being prepared by Julius Flynn, 
whose quarry south of town has pecu- 
liarly fine building stone. It is of light 
gray color, volcanic in formation, but 
containing about 10 percent. of lime, 
which brings forth the theory that the 
volcanic eruption forming the rock oc- 
curred under water. An excelient fin- 
ish is obtainable. The rock is about 20 
per cent. lighter than the ordinary 
granite. It dresses very easily. 

[Interesting specimens have already 
been contributed from Egypt and the 
oly Land; from Bering Sea; from the 
base of Mounts Shasta and Graypack; 
from several of the old missions and the 
United States lighthouses along the 
lower coast, and from the monument 


below San Diego marking the line be- 
tween American and Mexican territory; 
also beautiful onyx from Arizona and 
Old Mexico; fine granite and marble 
from several California quarries, and 
a piece of lava from a crater on the 
east side of Mount Shasta, at a depth 
of fifty feet belowthe surface and 10.,- 
000 feet above sea level.S Pieces of 
rock from the National Capitol build- 
ing, the Washington Monument and 
other historic spots in and about Wash- 
ington are on the way to California for 
use in the ‘-Columbia’s’’ mosaic of a 
foundation; and, altogether, the most 
unique collection for such a purpose 
ever got together is forming in the 
TiIMEs pressroom. The time for receiv- 
ing specimens has been extended to 
January 15, 1893,and when the foun- 
datior is put in a more full and specific 
recognition of persons and places will

THE CiTY TEACHERS. 


Closing Sessions of the Institute—Resolu- 
tions Adopted. 

The City Teachers’ Institute adjourned 
vesterday at noon, after a morning ses- 
sion of much interest, Miss Grace 
Hutchins and Mrs. Eveline Winslow 
gave an outline of a month’s work in 
the kindergarten section, which was 
practical and instructive. Mrs. Char- 


tion, and Miss E. A. Packard, principal 
of the High school, gave an exceedingly 
instructive and comprehensive talk to 
section V on ‘The Relation Between 
the Upper Grammar Grades and the 
High School.** She referred to the ne- 
cessity of teaching rapid mathematical 
calculation in the lower grades. She 
also touched on penmanship, spelling, 
composition, and the developing and 
improving of literary taste. 

The discipline of the High school, 
though differing from that of the gram- 
mar grades, is none the less strict. If 
schools are to be a success there must 
be a unity of aim and sympathy from 
the kindergarten to post-graduate 
grades. 

The institute closed at noon, and the 
teachers are now at liberty to enjoy 
their holiday vacation. 

The teachers of the grammar and 
High school sections passed the follow- 
ing resolution at their closing meeting, 
Friday morning: 

Resolved, that the teachers feel that this 


institute has been to gea ans of grace 
and growth, largely opting impetus 
given our thought by t astérs of peda- 


gory from Berkeleyand Stanford in their 
admirable reports of historical and experi- 
mental work along the lines of the child's 
mental development: and, also, that we 
feel that one such thought as that of Prof. 
Barnes's, to the effect that the utilitarian, 
as primarily composing the child's mental 
furnishing and attitude, should be the 
starting-point rather than the goal ot our 
excursions into the unknown, is of itself a 
truth large and vital enough to repay the 
attendance of any teacher who would spend 
force along nature's lines. 


COUNTY FINANCES. 


Report of the County Auditor to the State 
Controller. 

The report of the County Auditor to 
the State Controller for the term end- 
ing December 5, 1892, was dispatched 
to the latter official lastnight. Itshows 
that the total amount of taxes collected 

_by the County TaxColleéctor was $661,- 
566.69; of which sum the State gets 
$220,717.26, that there was collected 
from redemptions of tax sales $13,- 
120.71, of which the. State receives 
$2826.64; that the poll tax collections 
amounted to $1939, of which 
$1683.75 goes te the State, and that 
there was collected 
school lands, principal and -interest, 
$1462.35, all of which goes to the 
State.

THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Adjourned Session on the Pack- 
‘ ing-house Question. 


Aimost the Entire Day Given Up to 
Debate. 
The Subject Discussed at Length in 
All Its Phases. 


The Ordinances Finally Amended and the 
Concessions Asked by the Cudahy 
Company and Simon Mailer 

Granted, 


The City Council met in adjourned 
session yesterday morning, with Presi- 
dent Bonsall inthe chair and all the 
members present. 


After disposing of some routine busi- 
ness, the President announced that the 
matter of amending the ordinance on 
slaughtering and granting the privi- 
leges asked for by the Cudahy Packing 
Company was then before the Council 
for action. 

Councilman Nickell wanted to know 
what bond the company referred to 
were to be called upon to give. and if 
there were no provisions drawn up re- 
quiring that a particular number of 
hogs and cattle be handled per day. 

Councilman Rees thought that the 
word of such a well-known corporation 
should be sufficient, as had been done 
in the case of many other reliable busi- 
ness industries. 

It was then moved that the rules be 
suspended. 

T. B. Brown, Esq., attorney for Si- 
mon Maier, here interposed, outlining 
and specifying the land to be used by 
Mr. Maier for packing purposes, if sim- 
ilar privileges as those proposed by the 
Cudahy company, were granted his 
client. 

Councilman Rees moved that the lim- 
its described by the amended ordinance 
be extended so as to include the land of 
Mr. Maier. 

‘Mr. Loewenthal, on behalf of the 
Cudahy people, took up the objections 
offered in order and disposed of them in 
a logical ani effective way. He saidin 
regard to this company being allowed 
particular and exclusive privilege, 


.that they did mot desire it. As 
to the people generally’ desir- 
ing it, he presented a _ lengthy 


petition, signed by nearly every cap- 
italist and large taxpayer inthe city, 
asking the Council to grant the firm 
the privilege prayed for. Further, Mr. 
Loewenthal gave a hint as tothe benefit 
which would accrue to the city by the 
location of the establishment, and then 
outlined the method pursued by the 
modern packing-house, showing that 
nothing was left to go to waste or 
create a nuisance. 

Councilman Nickell said he didn’t 
doubt the truth of what the attorney 
said in regard to matters, but there 
was a great difference between the con- 
dition of locations in Eastern and West- 
ern cities. He objected to these insti- 
tutions coming into the outskirts of the 
residence portion of the city. 

A representative of the Jeff White 
heirs appeared to offer a strenuous ob- 
jection to the location of the packing- 
bouse in the vicinity of the White prop-. 
erty, which protest was emphasized by 
Mr. Stern. 

Councilman McGarry did not believe 
that the case of nuisances among east- 
ern cities a good illustration of the un- 
desirability of the location of packing- 
houses. 

Health Officer MacGowan reiterated 
what he had stated at the last meeting 
of the Council in regard to a particular 
locality being set aside for commercial 
purposes, after which a recess was 
taken until 2 o'clock. 

At the afternoon session the discus- 
sion was resumed. 

George J. Denis spoke at length 
against allowing a packing-house at the 
site proposed. He favored enterprises 
of allcharacter, but he thought they 
should be placed where they would do 
no harm to any residence section of the 
city, especially when it could be done. 

Councilman Rhodes favored granting 
the privilege asked for, While Council- 
man Nickell opposed it, saying that the 
attorney for the company was trying to 
run a big bluff, and he thought it should 
be so considered. He thought the mat- 
ter should go over to the next Council, 
and moved accordingly, which motion 
failed. 

Councilman McGarry favored the 
packing-house. He did not think it 
would be a nuisance, but would tend to 
build up any section of the city in which 
it was located. 

A vote was then taizen on the several 
amendments proposed to the ordinance, 
which were adopted, and the ordinance 
in its amended forms passed under sus- 
pension of the rules, by a vote of 6 to 3, 
Messrs. Innes, Nickell and Bonsall 
voting in the negative. Mr. Nickell, 
however, changed his vote toaye and 
moved a reconsideration, but this mo- 
tion’ was promptly laid on the table and 
the matter passed. 

Contracts between the Cudahy com- 
pahy, 7nd Simon Maier and the city, 
were presented and approved, and, 
after some general routine business, 
the Council adjourned.

ROAD IMPROVEMENT. 


An Instractive Address by Col. Pope of 
Boston. 

The assembly-room of the Chamber of 
Commerce was well filled yesterday 
afternoon with a number of public- 
spirited citizens and taxpayers, who 
gathered to listen to an address by Col. 
A. A. Pope of Boston on the subject of 
‘Road Improvement.’’ 

Col. Pope, although a business man of 
Boston, is also a taxpayer of Los An- 
geles county, having purchased an or- 
ange grove here several years ago, 
which divides his attention between 
the East and the West. As an enthusi- 
aston the subject of good ‘roads, he 
never loses an opportunity of speaking 
upon the topic and working up senti- 
ment along the line of street and high- 
way improvement. ‘ 

In his talk yesterday the Colonel went 
back to the period of the Roman Em- 
pire, taking first as an illustration the 
Appian Wa, of what was then a model 
pavement, and described its construc- 
tion at length in an interesting man- 
ner. Passing tothe modern age, the 
present roads of Switzerland and other 
European countries were cited as sam- 
ples of good workmanship and thorough 
construction, The United States, of 
all countries, was somewhat backward 
in that line of progress, he thought, and 
looked forward to the time when 
main public highways should be main- 
tained in better condition under State 
control. He saw no reason why South- 
ern California, with admirable climate, 
material and enterprise, should not be 
among the first to take decided steps 
inthe line of the improvement advo- 
cated. 

Col. Pope’s address was listened to 
with much interest, and when he con- 
cluded, by unanimous vote, the thanks 
of the audience was tendered him. 

The Colonel will return again at some 
future date, and will then endeavor to 
find time to deliver a more extended 
talk on the subject. 


RAILROAD AFFAIRS. 


A Santa Fe Rumor That Has Been 
Exploded. 


No Short Line Cut-off Contemplated— 
The Southern Pacific and Santa 
Fe Come Together— 
Local Notes. 


Apress dispatch from San Bernar- 
dino, by way of San Francisco, says 
the Southern California Railway Com- 
pany intends to builda piece of new 
road from Etiwanda, on the Los An- 
geles and San Bernardino line, to the 
Cajon Pass, which would leave San Ber- 
nardino off the main line and shorten 
the distance of the overlaad route by 
seventeen miles. The author of the 


dispatch wrote despondingly of the de- | 


pressing effect this action would have 
on San Bernardino property values. K. 
H. Wade, general manager of the Santa 
Fé’s Southern California lines, was 
seen last evening, and asked about 
the report. He at once pronounced 
it an absolute ‘‘fake,’’ for which 
there was not the slightest foundation. 
The dispatch was the first intimation 
he had of any such movement. He said 
that men have been working near Ca- 
jon for some time past quarrying stone, 
and that fact had probably served as a 
basis for the San Bernardino story. If 
San Bernardino real estate does not 
slump until the Santa Fé builds a road 
from Etiwanda to Cajon for the sake of 
saving seventegn miles distance on the 
overland route, property héldings in 
that city are safe for the next hundred 
years. 
SMOKING THE PIPE OF PEACE. 

According to a New York special the 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fé compa- 
nies have been raaking another agree- 
mentor renewing the old one, the ex- 
istence of which has been frequently 
mentioned in connection with rumored 
railroad construction by either. The 
dispatch says: 

‘It was rumored on Wall street yes- 
terday that an agreement had been 
reached between C. P. Huntington of 
the Southern Pacific Company and. Ma- 
goun of the Santa Fé that the Southern 
Pacific Company would not invade 
Atchison territory in San Diego, and 
the latter would not provoke the South- 
ern Pacific’s hostility by going into 
their territory in San Joaquin, Santa 
Clara and Sacrament valleys. This ar- 
rangement is looked upon as being fa- 
vorable to the Southern Pacific. A 
prominent Californian said last even- 


ing: ‘It was proposed to organize a 
boycott association to prevent the 
Atchison company competing for 


freight or passengers from that part of 
the State north of the Tehachepi 
Mountains and the Southern Pacific 
taking nothing from San Diego 
county.’ ”’

HILL’ STREET ASSAULT. 


The Alleged Highwayman Partially Ex- 
amined Before Justice Austin. 

The police department is having con- 
siderable trouble over the assault on 
Mrs. Eglehoff and a lady friend on Hill 
street a week ago, when a highwayman 
‘theld them up’’ for the purpose of rob- 
bery and struck Mrs. Eglehoff several 
times when she called for help. 

Two men have been arrested on sus- 
picion. The first was discharged, and 
the second, William Baker, was partly 
tried in Justice Austin’s department of 
the Police Court yesterday, when the 
case was continued until today to give 
the defendant a chance to secure evi- 
dence. 

Mrs. Eglehoff was not quite positive 
as to Baker's identity, but her compan- 
ion swore positively that he was the 
man. > 

The defendant showed by several wit- 
nesses that he left home early in the 
evening to attend a gospel meeting and 
was in bed at 9 o’clock, the time that 
the two ladies swear that he assaulted 
them. Baker stated that he could 
prove that he was atthe gospel meet- 
ing up to a few minutes before he went 
home, and that he did not have time to 
commit the crime.

Five Chinese gamblers pleaded guilty 
in Justice Austin’s court vesterday to 
dealing in lottery tickets, and the 
Court fined them $30 each. 

There were two drunks in the Police 
Court yesterday, and His Honor gave 
them ten and fifteen days respectively 
in the chain-gang. 

Henry Auerbach was fined $10 by 
Justice Austin yesterday for disturbing 
the peace. 

Since the first of the month seventy 
civil cases have been begun in Justice 
Austin’s department of the Police 
Court. This is the best showing ever 
made in a lower court in Los Augeles. 


PIERCED HER BRAIN 


Frightful Aceident at Second 
and Spring Streets, 


A Young Woman Named Belle Nich- 
ols Almost Instantly Killed. 


Struck by a Runaway Horse in 
| Crossing the Str eet, 


And the End of a Buaggy-shaft Driven 
Through Her Head—A Heartrend- 
ing Scene at the Receiving 
Hospital. 


At 5:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
a frightful accident occurred on the 
corner of Spring and Second streets, 
resulting in the almost instant death of 
Miss Belle Nichols, who conducts a 
lodging house at No, 831}; South 
Spring street. 


The unfortunate girl. who was but 22 
years of age, had been out shopping, 
and was returning home. She had 
reached a point age | a few feet from 
Coulter’s corner when some one cried 
‘‘runaway horse,’’ and she turned her 
head toward Broadway, from which di- 
rection the animal was coming at a 
rapid gait. 

This Was the last act of her life, for 
before she could take another step a 
gray horse with a couple of buggy 
shafts attached to his side ran against 
the poor woman, and the end of one of 
the shafts struck ber under the left eve. 

The horse was going at such a rapid 
rate of speed that the shaft passed 
through her head and came out at the 
base of the brain. 

The infuriated animal passed on, 
breaking the shaft off several inches 
from the poor girl's face and leaving 
the end in her head. The horse fell at 
Mott alley and was captured by several 
men. 

Officer Maguire was the first person 
to reach the side of the fallen girl, 
when he drew the piece of wood from 
the ugly wound and carried her to the 
receiving hospital. 

He was followed by several hundred 
people, who had gathered, and it was 
necessary to place half a dozen police- 
men in front of the entrance to the 
central station to keep the curious ones 
back. 

Police Surgeon Bryant was on hand 
almost immediately, and everything 
possible was done for the unfortunate 
girl, but she died in twenty minutes 
after the accident, without speaking. 

Just as she was drawing her last 
breath, a2 young manto whom she was 
to have been married in a few days, 
made his way into the receiving hospi- 
tal, when a most heartrending scene 
was witnessed. The poor fellow could 
not realize that his intended wife was 
the mangled body on the operating 
table. 

Just at this moment a deaf boy named 
Arnold Sieck was brought in by Detec- 
tive Bosqui. The bov’s father, August 
Sieck, owned the horse that caused the 
trouble, and Arnold was driving him 
when he ran away. 

The boy explained that he lives with 
his parents on Seventh street, near 
Westlake Park, and that he was on his 
way tothe Southern Pacific car shops 
for his father, who works there. 

Just as Arnold was turning into Broad- 
way at Seventh street, a man driving a 
double team of dark horses ata rapid 
gate raninto him. The pole struck one 
of the boy’s buggy wheels and capsized 
the buggy. throwing the boy against an 
electric car, badly bruising his right 


arm. 

' Sieck’s horse ran as far as Fifth with 
the buggy upside down. At this point 
the buggy parted from the shafts, and 
the animal ran wildly on to Second 
street, when he turned east and passed 
the police station on a dead run, strik- 
ing Miss Nichols asabove stated. _ 

The body of the unfortunate girl was 
removed to the morgue in Orr & Sutch’s, 
where an inquest will be held today. 

The dead girl has no relatives in this 
city except her mother, an old lady of 
80 years, who lives in room 9 at the 
Jackson House, corner of Third and 
Main streets. 

Miss Nichols was a very pretty girl, 
and has a number of warm friends 
among the best people of this city. She 
and her mother have been here a num- 
ber of years, and she has been her 
mother’s main support. She was an ex- 
cellent business woman, and for some 
time past has managed two lodging- 
houses. 

It is one of the saddest accidents that 
has occurred since the Columbus day 
tragedy.

Co. B, Seventh Regiment, N.G.C., 
Celebrates Its Third Anniversary. 


Brief History of the Urganization—Varl- 
ous Items of Local Interest— 
“Personal Notes and 
Brevities. 


The third anniversary of the organiza. 
tion of Co. B.. N.G.C.—the Markham 
Guards—was very pleasantly celebrated 
yesterday evening at Morgan Hall. Three 
years ago the company was mustered into 
the service of the State in obedience to 
special orders by Lieut.-Col. L. S. Butler. 
It was a cold, rainy night and the exercises 
were held in the basement of the Gilchrist 
Block on West Colorado street.

In September, 1591, 
Capt. Hamilton and First Lieut. Cambell 
resigned, and on October 5, 1891. N.S. 
Bangham was ejected Captain; V. R. Sutliff, 
First Lieutenant: P. J. Cook, Second Lieu- 


-tenant. Since the organization tothe pres- 


ent time, December 23, 189%, 55 men have 
enlisted ; during that. time 3 have resigned, 
3 have been transferred to other compa- 
nies, 2 promoted to other branches of the 
service, 2 discharged by reason of exemp- 
tion, 4 on account of disability. 8 by vote 
of the company, and 47 on account of re- 
moval; total, 69. The present strength of 
the company is 58. 

The company adopted asa distinct name 
**Markham Guard,” but is known officially 
as Co. B, Seventh Infantry, N.G.C. Since 
its organization the company has partici- 
pated in a number of public ceremonies here 
and elsewhere. It has also been present at 
two brigade encampments, the latter of 
which was held at Ventura last August, 
when the members received many compli- 
ments for drill and military bearing. 

The exercises last night were of a very 
interesting character and attracted a large 
audience, notwithstanding the inclement 
weather.
